In accordance with the action of His Excellency the House caiied to 
Governor on June 19, in proroguing the General Court °^^^^' 
to the second Wednesday of November of the current year 
for the purpose of taking action at that time in regard to 
the consolidating and arranging of the Public Statutes, 
the members of the-House of Representatives assembled 
in the Representatives' Chamber on Wednesday, the thir- 
teenth day of November, and were called to order by the 
Speaker at three minutes past eleven o'clock. 

Prayer was oflFered by Reverend Daniel W. Waldron of 
Boston, Chaplain of the House. 

A message was received from the Senate, by a commit- senate ready 
tee thereof, that that branch had assembled and was ready 
to proceed with the business for which it was called to- 
gether. 

On motion of Mr. Newton of Everett, — 

Ordered^ That a committee of five be appointed to in- senate notified 
form the Senate that the House has assembled and is ready of House/ °' 
to proceed to business. 

Messrs. Newton of Everett, Garfield of Brockton, 
Salter of Lynn, Dewey of Westfield and Keene of Stone- 
ham were appointed the committee. 

Subsequently, Mr. Newton, for the committee, reported 
that they had attended to the duty assigned them. 

Papers from the Senate.

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Messrs. Post, Currier and Huntress having been ap- 
pointed by the Senate, Messrs. Turtle of Pittsfield, Dean 
of Brookline, McNary of Boston, O'Brien of Abington, 
Mead of Everett, Snow of Fairhaven, Roads of Marble- 
head and Twombly of Winchester were joined on the part 
of the House. 

Subsequently, Mr. Turtle, for the committee, reported 
that they had attended to the duty assigned them, and 
that His Excellency had responded as follows : — 

'< I thank you for notifying me that the Honorable 
Senate and House of Representatives are now in session 
for the purpose of enacting the statutes of the Common- 
wealth as revised by a special commission and reported to 
the General Court by a committee of the two houses. 

'* I congratulate you on the prospect of completing your 
labors in a few days, as I am informed — and this infor- 
mation agrees with my own understanding of the situation 
— that no public necessity exists for taking up any other 
subject of legislation at this special session. 

*' Please convey to the two houses my compliments and 
best wishes." 

Sodification. -^ report was received from the joint special committee 

on the Consolidating and Arranging of the Public Stat- 
utes, which was authorized to report on all matters re- 
lating to the consolidating and arranging of the Public 
Statutes, recommending that the joint rules and the rules 
of each branch be modified as follows : — 

Firsts The report of the joint special committee upon 
the Consolidating and Arranging of the Public Statutes 
shall be made to each branch. In acting upon the same, 
chapters 1 to 126, iqclusive, shall first be considered by 
the Senate, and chapters 127 to 227, inclusive, shall first 
be considered by the House of Representatives. Each 
chapter shall be read and acted upon separately, except 
on enactment, as hereinafter provided. The question on 
passing to be engrossed shall be dispensed with, and, 
instead thereof, the form shall be, *' Shall this chapter 
pass, and be sent to the " [House of Representatives or 
Senate, as the case may be] ; and, in enacting, the whole 
shall be acted upon together, first by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and then by the Senate. 

jSecondi In acting upon the said statutes, reference to 
the committee on Bills in the Third Reading shall be dis- 
pensed with. 
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The report, having been accepted by the Senate, was 
read and was accepted, in concurrence, under a suspension 
of the rule, moved by Mr. Adams of Melrose. Rule 15 was 
also suspended, on further motion of the same gentleman.
